Governor Makes 
Announcement at 
Cabinet Meeting 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
Michael V. D Salle said today he 
would not seek re-election. 
The announcement at his weekly 
cabinet meeting confirmed hints 
in recent weeks that the Demo­ 
cratic chief executive would not 
bid for another four-year term. 
But the governor coupled those 
hints with assertions that he has 
no plans to resign before the end 
of his term for a possible Wash­ 
ington appointment. 
“ This mean -i that I will continue 
to fight, but not as a candidate for 
governor.” DiSalle told a jam- 
packed cabinet session. 
Twenty - nine cabinet members 
and aides crowded around the long 
table in the Statehouse recep tio n 
room. About 30 chairs in the room 
were filled and television and new 
cameras ground away. 
Mrs. DiSalle sat immediately in 
back of her husband. 
The usually prompt governor ap­ 
peared 10 minutes late as tension 
mounted at the meeting. 
DiSalle said he wanted to make 
his declaration at a cabinet meet­ 
ing because he had promised di­ 
rectors to give them ample warn­ 
ing of his plans. 
“ This decision is not an easy 
one. I have debated this back and 
forth, trying to overcome every­ 
thing except what is best for the 
state of Ohio. 
“ If my decision is not to run, 
some will sav 1 am getting frus­ 
trated; others will say I ’m afraid 
of being defeated.

produ ction of interm ediate organic chemi­ 
cals for the pharm aceu tical and plastics in­ 
du stries is ex pected within the y ear. 
Dr. Nease and genial Ron Smith, m anager 
of the new plant, are almost apologetic that 
the factory won’t employ more than 30 peo­ 
ple when operations are in fu ll swing, bu t 
there's ample room to ex pand and if the 
past 10 y ears’ meteoric growth of the firm 
is indicativ e, fu tu re ex pansion is bou nd to 
come.

in his new facilities here and ou r commu ­ 
nity , we are su re, pledges him continu ed 
cooperation.

W hether the recipient of the newest v ariety 
of ju nk mail liv es in town or cou ntry , he 
will hav e the sam e reaction when he finds 


an u naddressetl letter in his mailbox 
He will resent the idea that he has been 
tiansform ed into a faceless m em ber of the 
mass. 


He won’t like the implication that he is 
being giv en a “Hey . y ou !” salu tation, in­ 
stead of being addressed by his name 
He will do what ru ral box holders cu stom­ 
arily do and what city dwellers did du ring 
two brief interv als when Congress let pri­ 
v ate enterprise bombard

He will retu rn the cou rtesy by dropping 
the whole thing into the nearest wastebasket. 


Be it to the credit of the U.S. Senate that

Actu ally there is little the gov ­ 
ernm ent can do u ntil the Com­ 
mu nist Party obey s the Su preme 
Cou rt and registers as a Com­ 
m u nist action grou p. And as an 
agent of a foreign power—which 
the high bench confirmed by a 
v ote of 8 to 1. 
Under the law, the Commu nist 
Party will hav e 30 day s grace to 
register after it is officially noti­ 
fied that it is now considered a 
front 
for the Sov iet Union. At 
that time the party ’s leaders can 
come in—or they can dispatch a 
law y er to represent it and them. 
If there is no su ch party action 
du ring the grace period, the re­ 
sponsibility for registering is on 
the party ’s 18 -member 
national 
ex ecu tiv e committee. They hav e 
10 day s more in which to mov e. 
This, incidentally , has nothing to 
do with their registering personal­ 
ly . I refer only to their reporting 
in 
behalf 
of 
their 
Commu nist 
Party . 
IF THEN they hav e not acted, 
Atty . Gen. Robert Kennedy with 
the fu ll su pport of the President 
—will direct the Ju stice D epart­ 
ment to ask for indictments of 
the leaders and seizu re 
of 
all 
party property . 
Nev er before has there been 
any tou gher penalty —$10,000 for 
each passing day or refu sal to 
obey this law. Bu t nev er before 
has there been su ch betray al of 
freedom and one’s 
own 
nativ e 
land. There is also a 5 -y ear jail 
sentence for those conv icted of 
disdaining this law. 
There will be cou nter-cou nt ac­ 
tion. of cou rse. Bu t the attorney 
general will be pu shing this one 
hard. It is his opinion the Com­ 
mu nist legal defense will not last 
more 
than a y ear 
Then w e’ll 


hav e the answer to some 40-y ear- 
old qu estions. 
Why Becau se u nder this law— 
it is not 
generally 
known—he 
party mu st register more than 
merely its property and m em ber­ 
ship and printing presses. 
It 
mu st 
register 
a 
complete 
list of aliases and party 
code 
names, as well as original names. 
It mu st prov ide a list of all real 
officers, their salaries, their ac­ 
tu al addresses—and the fu ll sou rce 
of all income of the party . 


FURTHERMORE, any m em ber 
whose name has been kept hid­ 
den. or who has “inadv ertently ” 
been left off the list, mu st come 
in and register on his own. Take 
it for granted that the list will 
be pu blicized in su ch a way that 
there 
will 
be 
no 
“ reasonable 
dou bt” that any literate member 
cou ld fail to know 
his or her 
nam e had been kept secret. 
What is distu rbing the tou gh in­ 
ner core of some 6,000 or 7.000 
Commu nist 
m em bers—especially 
those still inside a tight combine 
of u nions—is the knowledge that 
ou r 
gov ernm ent 
has 
cou nter 
agents deep in the 
Commu nist 
apparatu s. 
Thu s, if one of the officials of 
one of those pro-Sov iet independ­ 
ent u nions does not register and 
does not come forward, he cer­ 
tainly chances being ex posed by 
one of 
ou r 
cou nter-intelligence 
agents. There is little the FBI 
does not know abou t the party . 
The com rades’ problem, there- 
does not know’ abou t the party .

Yet one of 
the biggest obstacles to the ex ­ 
pansion of the national economy 
tod-n’ is tax policy . 
The administration talks abou t 
the problem bu t indicates that re­ 
form really isn’t too u rgent. Now 
the promise is held ou t that some­ 
time in 1932 and 1963 the su bject 
will be taken u p intensiv ely and 
will be “ stu died.” Why not now? 
Meanwhile, the finger of com- 
parson is oonted a' 
R u ss'a’s 
growth, and 
Nikita 
Khru shchev 
constantly deprecates the priv ate 
enterprise sy stem as 
likely 
to 
fou nder some dnv , « s contrasted 
u th state capitalism. 
Unfortu nately , pr.v u te enterprise 
in the United States isn’t getting 
its chance to grow as rapidly as 
it cou ld. We are su pposed to be 
"lagging" 
in 
produ ction. 
Yet, 
growth is 
being 
impeded 
con­ 
stantly by gov ernment. 
DEMAGOGUES write the tax 
laws on the basis of what they 
think will get them v otes. Labor 
leaders fan the flames of class 
w arfare, and any body who really 
wants to increase tax receipts by 
better bu siness growth is lam bast­ 
ed as a reactionary , or a greedy 
bu sinessman. 
The tax problem, howev er, af 
fects the fu tu re of ev ery man, 
woman and child in the cou ntry 
and cou ld be the basis of a phe­ 
nomenal rate of economic growth, 
if handled equ itably . 
The fu ndamental trou ble is a 
lack of fairness and equ ity for 
the indiv idu al as 
well 
as 
for 
bu sinesses. The present laws are 
discrim inatory and 
a 
block 
to 
growth 
Tax rates are not the real is­ 
su e at all. The pu blic wou ldn’t 
mind present tax rates if dedu c­ 
tions were reasonable and there 
were more incentiv es 
to 
make 
money or if the dollar were per­ 
mitted to go fu rther in the m at­ 
ter of indiv idu al ex penses. 
There are dozens of ex amples. 
For instance, repairs on one’s 
own home. These are not dedu ct­ 
ible ex penses for tax pu rposes. 
Bu t 
if y ou 
happen to own to 
hou ses and rent one. y ou 
can 
dedu ct the ex penses for repairs 
as well as depreciation on the 
second hou se. On a bu siness bu ild­ 
ing, of cou rse, the cost of any 
repairs as well as depreciation 
can be dedu cted. 


WHY ISN’T an indiv idu al per­ 
mitted to do likewise? The first 
answer one hears is 
that this 
wou ld cu t treasu ry receipts. 
It’s the answ er u su aly giv en to 
demands for sensible and equ ita­ 
ble treatm ent. Bu t if the treasu ry 
allowed indiv idu als to dedu ct ex ­ 
penses for home repairs or to re ­ 
place failing home appliances, it 
wou ld bring a bu siness boom of 
lasting proportions. It wou ld stim ­ 
u late economic growth. 
For 
it 
wou ld be an incentiv e 
to 
the 
homeowner to get 
long-ov erdu e 
repairs and bu y new appliances. 
The sam e wou ld be tru e as a 
result of depreciation allowances 
on priv ate homes. It wou ld en­ 
cou rage new constru ction. All this 
wou ld actu ally increase tax re 
ceipts from bu siness. 
Take nex t the qu estion of trav el 
ex penses. A m an w’ho goes to 
work ev ery day to a plant or an 
office bey ond walking distance has 
to pay his 
own 
transportation. 
This isn’t dedu ctible. Often com ­ 
mu ters hav e to take trains or 
bu ses for two hou rs a day going 
to and coming from their places 
of employ ment. Not a cent of the 
cost can be dedu cted as bu siness 
ex pense or any thing else. 
Bu t a salesm an 
trav eling 
“ on 
bu siness” doesn’t pay 
any thing 
ou t of his own pocket, and the 
bu siness itself can get a tax de 
du ction for these same ex penses. 
If the gov ernment allowed com­ 
mu ters 
a dedu ction, 
it 
wou ld 
bring ail kinds of “growth.” For 
one thing, the transportation com­ 
panies cou ld charge more for the 
tickets. 
Railroads 
wou ldn't 
be 
going into bankru ptcy and com ­ 
mu ter serv ice w'ou ld almost im ­ 
mediately show a spectacu lar im­ 
prov ement. Tax receipts, too. from 
these same sou rces wou ld sta rt 
u pward. 
TAKE THE 
MATTER of re 
placing worn-ou t machinery . P re s­ 
ent tax laws are woefu lly inade­ 
qu ate. 
The Kennedy administration to 
some ex tent recognizes the prob­ 
lem, bu t its proposed remedy has 
been regarded as worse 
t h a n 
the ailment. A grou p of theorists 
came forth with a plan of limited 
scope which 
the 
adm inistration 
sponsored. Bu t the basic need for 
all indu stry and bu siness to meet 
the depreciation problem was side­ 
tracked. 
The adm inistration apparently 
has not y et felt the pressu re of 
pu blic opinion on the m atter of 
rev ising the tax laws. It is drag­ 
ging along with “ stu dies” and has 
failed to prod Congress into tak­ 
ing early action. 
There hav e been “stu dies” made 
heretofore. 
What 
is 
needed 
s 
imagination and familiarity with 
how' the priv ate enterprise sy stem 
works. For if Khru shchev 's pre­ 
diction is to be fu lfilled—that what 
we call free enterprise is going 
to be “ bu ried” in a few decades 
by state capitalism or socialism 
or some other cou nterpart 
of 
Commu nism—it will be becau se of 
the inequ itable, discrim inatory tax 
laws that today are stu nting na- 
tioral growth in America.

In nine months on his new job 
Hodges .as trav eled 60,000 miles, 
v isited most sections of the cou n­ 
try . been to Mex ico and m ade two 
whirlwind trips to Eu rope. Nex t 
week's destination: Toky o. 
“ I’v e nev er worked so hard in 
my life,” he said du ring a pau se 
here en rou te from Madrid to 
Washington 
“ This New Frontier 
is 
ex citing 
and 
mov es 
pretty 
fast." 
Hodges, one of nine children of 
a North Carolina tobacco farm er, 
has alway s enjoy ed going at a 
fast clip. He helped work his way 
throu gh 
college 
selling 
Bibles, 
made a fortu ne in bu siness and 
qu it at 5 2 to enter politics. 
Soon after taking office, the new 
Commerce 
.secretary 
mov ed 
to 
help bu sinessmen by simplify ing 
the issu ance of patents and speed­ 
ing u p U.S. censu s reports 
Bu t Hodges, a strongly bu ilt, 
blu e-ev ed 
man 
with 
a 
v ast 
amou nt of u rbane as well as folk­ 
sy Sou thern charm , is too restless 
to stay long behind a desk. 
He isn't 
the board chairm an 
ty pe. He is a su persalesm an. • 
m issionary with a message. 
This is his message: 
“ America needs to sell more 
goods abroad, and it needs more 
foreign tou rists to come ov er and 
spend money here. 
“The 
av erage 
American firm 
has had su ch a good m arket at 
home it hasn’t felt it necessary to 
sell abroad. 
Bin it's tim e now 
they got into the ex port field as 
an insu rance 
“ A* to trav el, ou r people spend 
$2 1 billion abroad each y ear Bu t 


all the rest of the world spends 
less than $1 billion on trips to ou r 
cou ntry ." 
Hodges hu gely enjoy s his new 
role as the federal gov ernm ent’s 
first official trav el agent. And he 
has spread his gospel in person 
before 
au diences 
abroad 
from 
Finland to Spain. 
Hodges believ es the message it 
getting across. 
“ Practically 
ev ery one 
abroad 
has a basic desire to v isit Am eri­ 
ca,” he said. "We hope to in­ 
crease the spending of foreign 
tou rists here by $100 million nex t 
y ear.” 
He is opening sev en U.S. trav el 
agencies abroad to spread infor­ 
mation on the scenic and econom­ 
ic adv antages of the Land of the 
Free and the Home of the Brav e. 
"The big obstacle is that m any 
people ov er there think trav el in 
America is too ex pensiv e 
f told 
them in West G erm any ‘Why it 
cost me more to come see y ou . 
than it wou ld y ou to come see u s.’ 
That's the tru th 
“ Why , in one hotel it cost me 
120 
m arks—abou t 
$30—to

ov ernight.” 
Bu t Hodges said the amou nt of 
fu tu re foreign tou rist trav el her*

Americans 
themselv es 
"It isn’t enou gh simply to get 
them ov er here,” he said. “ We 
hav e to m ake them feel so wel­ 
come they ’ll want to come again.
